REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . □ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the amendment filed 8/8/2005 have not been entered because the proposed amendment to claims 13 and 16 present further 
consideration and new issue, e.g., "to form a mixed media" as recited in claim 1 3, lines 13-14, and the claimed limitation "one of the mediums 
comprising" as recited in claim 16, line 3. With respect to applicant's arguments that the reference of Reynolds does not show "a sealing element 
separating the reservoir sections". In Figure 2, Reynolds shows "at least two sealed media (6) (14), a sealing element (8) separating the two sealed 
media. With respect to applicant's argument that the claims recites "a single stroke pump device for applying a first linear force in a first direction and 
a second linear force in the first direction". The reference of Gettig specifically discloses a single stroke pump device (15,17) for applying a first linear 
force in a first direction to open the sealing element so that the mediums in the two media reservoir sections mix during a first mixing stage as seen in 
Figure 3, and a second linear force in the first direction during a second discharge stage to discharge the mixed media from the discharge opening (col. 
4, 1 1 . 47-68 onto col. 5,11. 1 -9). In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes 
that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this 
case, Gettig discloses all the features of the claimed invention (see FINAL Office Action) except that the media reservoir sections positioned rigidly 
with respect to one another. Reynolds teaches the use of two sealed media reservoir seciions (6,10,14) positioned rigidly with respect to one another 
(col. 3, 11. 23-38 and in col. 6, 1 1 . 14-43). One having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would utilize Reynolds' teaching 
onto Gettig's device by having the media section (7) made of glass, as taught by Reynolds in (col. 3, 1 1. 23-38 and in col. 47-68), in order to provide a 
transparent media reservoir section so that the user can view the level of the mixed products. 
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
